Selectmen discuss School Committee 
multi-family 
housing 
guidelines

WILMINGTON — Direc- 
tor of Planning and Con- 
servation Valerie Gingrich 
discussed the first guide- 
lines provided by the De- 
partment of Housing and 
Community Development 
regarding MBTA commu- 
nity multi-family housing 
district requirements at 
the Board of Selectmen 
meeting this past Monday 
night. 

Gingrich explained that 
this legislation passed in 
2021 but the guidelines 
were issued more recently. 
As Wilmington is an MBTA 
community and in scope 
for the legislation, the pen- 
alty for noncompliance 
would leave the town ineli- 
gible for grants including 
MassWorks, Housing Choice 
Initiative, and the Local 
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Capital Projects Fund. 
Among the requirements 
placed on Wilmington 
from the DHCD guidelines 
which she broke down for 
the board were those for 
dedicating a zoning dis- 
trict of at least 50 acres 
located within a half-mile 
radius of the MTBA, with- 
out age restrictions, suit- 
able for families and chil- 
dren, with capacity for 20 
percent of the town’s over- 
all housing units, and 
meeting a minimum gross 
density of 15 units per 
acre. The housing unit re- 
quirement is based upon 
Wilmington being desig- 
nated as a “bus service 
community” by the state. 
For the 50-acre require- 
ment, Gingrich showed 
that there isn’t an existing 
district in town within a 
half mile of either MBTA 
station that is already 50 
acres. She presented the 
board with images portray- 
ing the half-mile radiuses 
of the two train stations. 
The central business dis- 
trict is about 35 acres, and 
so is the industrial, busi- 
ness, and commercial-in- 
dustrial district.

WILMINGTON — The 
School Committee dis- 
cussed a draft letter they 
prepared at their meet- 
ing last Wednesday night 
in response to the Fi- 
nance Committee meet- 
ing where FinCom pro- 
posed a $500,000 cut to 
the school department 
budget. 

Chair Jenn Bryson ex- 
plained that the inten- 
tion in the letter was to 
emphasize how the 
School Committee budg- 
et was formed in collab- 
oration with Town Ma- 
nager Jeff Hull. It also 
would discuss their re- 
sponse to the Finance 
Committee’s questions 
about what efforts the 
district had made re- 
garding enrollment in 
an attachment. 

Melissa Plowman said 
she especially appreciat- 
ed the attachment of 
things that the district 
has been doing to ad- 
dress enrollment issues. 

“When I think about 
the work happening to 
preserve enrollment, I 
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K “= 


don’t just think about 
the direct things in the 
attachment,” she said. 
“This town is moving in 
a really important pro- 
gressive direction that 
people are overlooking.” 

She said that their 
focus with things like the 
MSBA application, dys- 
lexia screeners, and da- 
ta-driven interventions 
has been on ‘providing 
the best education for 
Wilmington students. 

Jay Samaha said that 
the Finance Committee 
does have a tough job to 
do in their responsibility 
to scrutinize the budgets 
prepared by the town 
departments. He saw the 
Finance Committee’s 
comments about enroll- 
ment as conflating the 
two separate issues of 
8th - 9th grade attrition 
versus overall enroll- 
ment. A figure he refer- 
enced was 52 percent in 
terms of 8th-9th grade 
attrition this year, while 
usually the number is 
around 35 percent. 

“The Tech is not neces- 
sarily the issue... it’s an

SMALL BUSINESS OWNERS

Generally, there are two basic requirements for the 
taxpayer’s home to qualify as a deduction: 

There must be exclusive use of a portion of the home for 
conducting business on a regular basis; and the home 
must be the taxpayer’s principal place of business. A 
taxpayer can also meet this requirement if administrative 
or management activities are conducted at the home and 
there is no other location to perform these duties. 
Therefore, someone who conducts business outside of 
their home but also uses their home to conduct business 
may still qualify for a home office deduction. 

A portion of a home that is used exclusively for 
conducting business on a regular basis but not used as the 
principal place of business, will qualify for a home office 
deduction if either patients, clients or customers are met 
in the home or there is a separate structure that is used 
exclusively for conducting business on a regular basis. 
Taxpayers who qualify may choose one of two methods to 
calculate their home office expense deduction: 

Using the simplified method consisting of a rate of $5 
per square foot for business use of the home which is 
limited to a maximum size of 300 square feet and a 


maximum deduction $1,500. 


Using the regular method whereby deductions for a 
home office are based on the percentage of the home 
devoted to business use. Any use of a whole room or part 
of a room for conducting business will involve figuring out 
the percentage of the home used for business activities to 
deduct indirect expenses. Direct expenses are deducted in 


full.

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Poor conditions at Oliveira Farm persist |

The Tewksbury Board of 
Health met on Thursday, 
March 17, 2022. Members 
Charles Roux and Anthony 
Boschetti were not present. 

The meeting opened with 
chairperson Raymond Bar- 
ry announcing that the ab- 
sence of members did not 
affect the quorum, but 
could impact the planned 
public hearing. The minutes 
of the Feb. 17, 2022 meeting 
were approved. 

A body art apprentice 
came before the board from 
Lucid Arts tattoo studio for 
the standard meet and greet. 
Body art apprentices typical- 
ly appear before the board 
after meeting with Health 
Director Shannon Gillis, who 
reviews applicant’s creden- 
tials and ensures familiarity 
with infection control regula- 
tions. 

Barry said a time would 
be scheduled for a working 
group to review the Keeping 
of Animals regulations. 

The next agenda item was 
a public hearing on the 
Keeping of Animals for 
Elaine Oliveira on behalf of 


Dinis Oliveira, 199 Marston 
St. The applicant was offer- 
ed the opportunity to resche- 
dule the hearing to next 
meeting when all five mem- 
bers would be present. Oli- 
veira and her counsel con- 
ferred off camera and decid- 
ed to continue to the April 21, 
2022 meeting. 

The next discussion was 
about the September, 2021 
order to remove all animals 
from Oliveira Farm based 
on a revocation of permit 
for the Keeping of Animals. 
According to Barry, the 
farm has been out of com- 
pliance for 177 days and the 
fine of $100 per day is now 
$17,700. 

Animal control officers Pam 
Thomas, Ashley Chmiel, and 
Christine Gualtieri reported 
two ponies, two goats, five 
hens, two Muscovy ducks, 
and a rooster, in addition to 
feral cats on the property, 
despite the order. 

The officers presented a 
slide show of findings as 
relates to public health, hav- 
ing been on the property 
over 25 times since June. 
Images showed a large pile 
of trash and debris near ani- 
mal pens, moldy hay due to 
improper storage, piles of 
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bread bags, exposed grain 
which could be accessed by 
rodents, animal feces, and 
other sanitation conditions 
of concern. 

A mini horse on the prop- 
erty also has hooves that 
have not been trimmed pro- 
perly, which can cause dis- 
comfort, according to the 
officers. Buckets of stagnant 
water were observed. 

According to inspector 
Thomas, “red flags are ev- 
erywhere.” 

The officers stated the con- 
ditions leave the property 
open to racoons, skunks, 
foxes, rats, and “a new preda- 
tor in town” — a stoat, which 
is a member of the weasel 
family. Concerns were raised 
about the cats wandering off 
the property and transferring 
disease to other people and 
pets in the community. 

Additionally, the open and 
unattended condition of the 
property leaves it vulnera- 
ble to wild animals poten- 
tially being exposed to dis- 
ease. 

“This property is well out 
of the boundaries of what is 
expected for the keeping of 
animals in this community, 
any community, in this state 
or any other state... this is 


neglect,” said Thomas. 

“It’s a perfect storm wait- 
ing to happen,” added Thom- 
as. 

“There is a public health 
emergency at this proper- 
ty,” said Barry. “The board 
has been overly generous... 
and I feel like we’ve been 
taken advantage of.” 

Member Robert Scarano 
stated that the matter will 
be referred to town counsel 
and the property will have a 
lien placed against it, or put 
into receivership, if com- 
pliance is not immediate. 
Scarano made a motion to 
refer the matter to town 
counsel if the animals were 
not removed in seven days, 
and seek whatever remedies 
are necessary to bring the 
property into compliance for 
the safety of the neighbor- 
hood. 

In other business, the board 
is offering two Serv Safe 
training courses on April 11 
and May 16 from 8 a.m. - 4 
p.m. at Chelmsford town 
hall. Capped at 32 people per 
class, all Tewksbury food es- 
tablishments will have the 
opportunity to attend for $25 
to stay up to date on food reg- 
ulations. This program is 
funded through a grant shared

Burger King and Dunkin’ Donuts cited for food cleanliness violations

TEWKSBURY — At the 
Board of Health meeting of 
March 17, 2022, Health De- 
partment Director Shannon 
Gillis, during her director’s 
report, explained that one 
location of Burger King, and 
multiple locations of Dun- 
kin’ Donuts on Main Street, 
had health code violations. 


Gillis explained that Tewks- 
bury sanitarian Michele 
Grant and health inspector 
Vincent Goo were onsite at 
Burger King, 85 Main St., due 
to an unrelated complaint, 
and while there noticed the 
store was not clean. The 
health inspector went back to 
do a full inspection, and Gil- 
lis stated that the restaurant 
is “very unclean.” 

Gillis wanted the board to 
know this is an establish- 


ment that experienced is- 
sues in the past, and for- 
merly engaged the services 
of a food safety consultant. 
However, it appears now that 
standards are not being ad- 
hered to. 

Member Robert Scarano 
expressed the need for guid- 
ance that is paid for, such as 
a professional, to implement 
the food safety and sanita- 
tion plan. In the past, hav- 
ing the consultant worked,

Gillis also reported that 
there are issues at multiple 

‘Dunkin’ Donuts locations on 

Main Street. The problem 
has persisted for “two to 
three years.” At least four 
different inspectors have 
been on location and multi- 
ple meetings occurred with 
area managers and district 
managers. 

Cleaning and temperature 
logs are not being kept. 
Other Dunkin’ Donuts loca- 
tions in town have different 
district managers and those 
are mostly in compliance, 
Gillis stated, including sub- 
mission of logs when re- 
quested.

Town officials not relenting 
on rail crossing issues 


To the editor, 

It is unfortunate and un- 
productive to see a recent 
Letter to the Editor account 
in the “Wilmington Apple” 
suggesting town officials 
could have prevented the 
tragic passing of Ms. Robert 
Sausville Devin. 

While it is true that this 
tragedy was preventable the 
culpable parties are not Wil- 
mington officials. The Mas- 
sachusetts Bay Transporta- 
tion Authority (MBTA) is a 
product of the Massachu- 
setts state legislature and 
was created in 1964. Neither 
Wilmington nor any of the 
other communities served 
by the MBTA have direct 
control over their opera- 
tions. The MBTA is run by a 
general manager who re- 
ports to a board of direc- 
tors. The Town of Wilming- 
ton is subject to an MBTA 
assessment because the 
town hosts two boarding 
locations. However, there is 
no ability to withhold the as- 
sessment because the Com- 
monwealth reduces the 
amount of local aid coming 
to the town by the amount of 
that MBTA assessment. 

Town officials have en- 
gaged in multiple discus- 
sions with Wilmington’s leg- 
islative delegation and rep- 
resentatives from the MBTA 
expressing our frustration 
with the lack of responsive- 
ness to the accident that 
claimed the life of a Wil- 
mington resident and to the 
many subsequent irregulari- 
ties with respect to the grade 
crossing gates and lights. 

Steven Poftak, MBTA Gen- 
eral Manager, and his man- 
agement team are keenly 
aware that town officials 
are not satisfied with the 
operations of rail crossings 
in Wilmington and their re-

sponse to them and will not 
relent in our demand for 
answers that improve the 
performance of the rail 
crossing warning devices. 

While we have been very 
blunt with our assessment 
about their handling of the 
rail crossing issues, if pro- 
gress is to be made it will 
only be made if there is a 
constructive .working rela- 
tionship with the individuals 
who are responsible for and 
possess the authority to 
operate the transit system. 

Currently, Board of Sel- 
ectmen Chair Lil Maselli, 
Selectman Judy O’Connell, 
our legislative delegation, 
and I have a standing meet- 
ing every other Wednesday 
with the leadership at the 
MBTA. We have pressed 
‘them to explain the causes 
of the irregular function of 
the rail crossing gates and 
how the issues can be ad- 
dressed. There are no easy 
or quick fixes. 

According to MBTA offi- 
cials and as have been docu- 
mented in recent news ac- 
counts these issues are not 
unique to Wilmington. It is 
not a productive use of town 
resources to have police offi- 
cers stationed at the North 
Wilmington rail crossing or 
any of the other crossings 
throughout town each time a 
train passes through these 
rail crossings. The MBTA is 
responsible for ensuring 
that- the rail crossing safety 
features are reliable and 
function to protect motorists 
and pedestrians who pass 
over at grade crossings. 

We will continue to insist 
on no less.

Moran back on the hill 


at Framingham State 


The Framingham State softball team has been pre- 
dicted to finish second in the 2022 Massachusetts State 
Collegiate Athletic Conference (MASCAC) Preseason 
poll as voted on by the coaches from around the 
league. 

The Rams received 44 points and two first place votes 
in the poll after capturing 2021 MASCAC Regular 
Season Title going a perfect 10-0 in MASCAC play and 
finishing with an overall record of 29-8 in 2021. 

The Rams will return senior shortstop Camille 
Desrochers who was voted to the All-MASCAC team 
for the third time in her career in 2021 after finishing 
the season batting .277 with a .960 fielding percentage. 
Desrochers tied for the season lead in home runs in 
the MASCAC with five and added six doubles, a triple 
and drove in 19 with a .385 OBP. 

In the circle, the Rams return the All-Conference duo 
of juniors Ally Moran, of Wilmington, and Shannon 
Ward. Moran earned first-team all-conference honors 
after an outstanding rookie season. She finished the 
year 13-3 in the circle with an ERA of 1.62. Moran 
tossed a league high 120.2 innings with 10 complete 
games, two saves and 94 strikeouts. Moran finished the 
year second in the league in ERA, tied for second in 
wins, tied for first in saves and second in strikeouts. 

Ward earned her first all-conference honors and was 
equally solid in the circle during her rookie season. 
Ward finished the season 13-4 with a 1.60 ERA, 10 com- 
plete games and two saves. She tossed 96.1 innings 
with 93 strikeouts. Ward narrowly edged Moran to 
lead the league in ERA and was tied with Moran for 
the conference lead in saves and second in wins on the 
season. Ward finished the season third in the league 
in strikeouts and innings pitched. 

Bridgewater State who upset the Rams in the confer- 
ence championship series last spring earned 48 points 
and six first place votes quickly followed by the 44 
votes for the Rams. Following in third place was 
Fitchburg State with 33 points and Westfield State with 
27. In fifth place is Worcester State with 24 votes fol- 
lowed by MCLA who picked up 20 tallies. Rounding out 
the poll is Salem State with 19 points and Mass. 
Maritime who picked up 9 points. 

‘The Rams are off to a 5-7 start on the season. Moran 
is 2-5 on the mound with one save and a 2.56 ERA. 

On Sunday, Framingham was defeated twice 3-1 and 
12-3 in five innings by Simmons College in a non-con- 
ference doubleheader at Maple Street Field. 

Moran took the loss in the circle for the Rams going 
seven and allowing three runs, two earned, on six hits 
with five strikeouts.

CHELMSFORD — The 
Billerica, Chelmsford, Dra- 
cut, Pepperell, Tewksbury 
and Tyngsborough Police 
Departments report that 
officers from each of their 
departments, as well as 
Officers from the Lowell 
Police Department, receiv- 
ed 40 hours of Crisis Inter- 
vention Training from the 
Front Line Initiative. 

A total of 35 officers from 
the seven participating de- 
partments completed 40 
hours of intensive infor- 
mational and practical 
training held at the Chelms- 
ford Police Department 
over five days this month. 
Participating officers and 
supervisors were awarded 
graduation certificates 
from the Front Line Ini- 
tiative Middlesex Crisis 
Intervention Team's Train- 

_ ing & Technical Assistance 
Center upon completing 
the course. 

Crisis Intervention Team 
training provided by Front 
Line aims to provide law 
enforcement officers with 
the skills and knowledge 
necessary to respond to 
calls of individuals who 
are experiencing a behav- 
ioral health crisis. The 
CIT training focuses on 
mental health-related cri- 
ses. Officers are exposed 
to experts in the field who 
provide in-depth training 
on a variety of topics re- 
lated to mental health. 


"The goal of the training 
is to improve the out- 
comes of encounters indi- 
viduals experiencing cri- 
sis have with law enforce- 


“ment," said Executive Di- 


rector Matthew Page-Shel- 
ton. "An additional focus 
of the training is to equip 
law enforcement with 
knowledge of the resour- 
ces in the community with 
a goal of ensuring individ- 
uals have greater likeli- 
hood of receiving mental 
health services after an en- 
counter with law enforce- 
ment." 

The training is funded by 
a grant from the Massa- 
chusetts Department of 
Mental Health, which rec- 
ognized the success of a 
pilot program that was 
conducted in 2021, and 
asked the Front Line Ini- 
tiative to form the Mid- 
dlesex Crisis Intervention 
Team's Training & Tech- 
nical Assistance Center. 
The purpose of the center 
is to provide training and 
technical assistance to 
law enforcement agencies 
throughout Middlesex 
County. Program leaders 
intend to eventually offer 
CIT training to all police 
departments in the Com- 
monwealth's most popu- 
lous county. 

On Wednesday, officers 
took part in scenarios with 
members of the Front Line 
Middlesex County CIT pro- 


gram, who role-played in- 
dividuals in crisis as: offi- 
cers worked to start and 
maintain constructive con- 
versations to de-escalate 
the situations. 

"As first responders, to- 
day's police officers are on 
the front lines of our 
nation's mental health cri- 
sis, and are often the first 
to arrive when individuals 
find themselves in crisis," 
Chiefs Columbus, Spinney, 
Frost, Howe, Bartlett, and 
Scott said in a joint state- 
ment. "This training is cri- 
tical for modern law en- 
forcement officers, and we 
are all proud to be leaders 
in the effort to improve 
outcomes for those who 
face mental health chal- 
lenges." 

"This program stands as 
a model for collaboration 
between law-enforcement 
and mental health profes- 
sionals," said Chief Howe. 
"This amazing program 
fulfills the need for co- 
response in_ situations 
where officers are dealing 
with people who have 
mental health and sub- 
stance abuse challenges, 
and it has proven to be an 
invaluable resource."

April Fool’s Day

or those who en- 

joy the lighter 

side of life, and 

pride themselves 

on having a good 
sense of humor, roll up your 
sleeves and strap on that 
jester’s hat, because April 
Fool’s Day is once again up- 
on us! 

Even those who do not 
openly partake in the silliness 
of April Fool’s Day can ap- 
preciate a prank that is clever 
enough to momentarily throw 
you off kilter, but innocent 
and harmless enough not to 
hurt anyone’s feelings. 

Perhaps the biggest trick 
played every April 1 is that 
despite April Fool’s being ce- 
lebrated around the world, 
many of us don’t actually 
know why we celebrate this 
day with jokes and pranks. 

Historians speculate that 
April Fool’s Day can be 
traced back as far as 1582, 
when the French Council of 
Trent switched from using 
the Julian Calendar to the 
Gregorian Calendar. 

The Gregorian Calendar 
starts the New Year on Jan. 
1, but the Julian Calendar 
starts the New Year with the 
spring equinox, right around 
April 1. 

As a typical sign of the 
times in the 16th century, 
important news was often 
slow to spread. When the 
new Gregorian calendar was 
first implemented in France, 
some citizens had not yet 
heard about the calendar 
change, and continued to 
celebrate New Years during 
the last week of March into 
April. 

These uninformed locals be- 
came the butt of many jokes 
and hoaxes, and were often 
referred to as “April Fools.” 

A popular prank at the time 
was to secretly place a paper 
fish on the back of such 
“April Fools.” Then unbe- 
knownst to the uninformed 
fool, they would be known as 
the “April Fish,” meaning 


they were an easy target, ea- 
sily caught like a young fish, 
and a gullible person. 

By the 18th century, the 
popularity of April Fool’s Day 
spread throughout Britain. 

In Scotland, a two-day 
event was celebrated, known 
as “The Hunt of the Gowk.” 
A gowk is a cuckoo bird used 
as the symbol for foolery. 
During the “hunt” people 
would be sent on phony er- 
rands as pranks. 

The second day of the 
event was Tailie Day, which 
also involved playing comi- 
cal pranks on one another. 

April Fool’s Day can also 
be linked to ancient spring 
festivals, such as Hilaria 
(Latin for Joyful). This was 
a popular end of March cele- 
bration in ancient Rome that 
encouraged costumes and 
disguises used to mock fel- 
low citizens and magistrates 
all in the name of joy and 
fun. 

In the Northern Hemis- 
phere, there is the mindset 
that links April Fool’s Day to 
the vernal equinox (the first 
day of spring). 

Mother Nature has long 
fooled us all with the chang- 
ing and unpredictable weath- 
er that early spring often 
brings, something any sea- 
soned New Englander would 
not .argue. Need I remind 
anyone of the 1997 April 
Fool’s Day Blizzard that 
dumped 20 - 30 inches of snow 
on southern New England? 

Perhaps it is the collabora- 
tion of these historical events 
that brings us April Fool’s 
Day as we now know it. 

Today, April Fool’s Day is 
celebrated around the world 
as the official, harmless prank 
day. It is practiced by not only 
private citizens, but also cor- 
porations, news broadcasters, 
and political figures who pul- 
led some very famous pranks 
on the general public over the 
years. 

In 1957, a BBC news report 
aired a three-minute seg- 
ment on April 1 revealing the 
bumper spaghetti crop that 
was being enjoyed by Swiss 


farmers because of the mild 
winter. Film reels backed up 
this silly claim by showing 
farmers plucking strands of 
spaghetti from trees. 

The BBC was at it again in 
1980 when they announced 
on April 1 that London’s his- 
toric clock, Big Ben, would 
soon become digital to keep 
up with the times. 

France had their April 
Fools fun in 1986 when it was 
announced that the Eiffel 
Tower was to be dismantled 
and rebuilt in the new Euro 
Disney theme park. 

Here in America, in 1996, 
Taco Bell played an April 
Fools prank when they an- 
nounced they had purchased 
the famous U.S. Liberty Bell 
and had renamed it the Taco 
Liberty Bell. 

On April 1, 2009, German 
car maker BMW revealed 
their new fictional magnetic 
car technology that would 
allow drivers to turn off their 
engine and magnetically 
attach to the car driving in 
front of them for a tow, 
claiming it would save on 
gas and wear and tear of 
your own vehicle. 

YouTube celebrated April 
Fool’s Day in 2009 by posting 
videos upside down with the 
promotion of “Tips for View- 
ing the New Layout.” Tips 
included suggesting viewers 
hang their monitors upside 
down from the ceiling for a 
more pleasurable viewing 
experience. 

Not all April Fool’s pranks 
need to be done on such a 
large scale. Many jokesters 
will rely on old standby jokes 
like switching out the sugar 
with salt, or the strategic- 
ally placed whoopie cushion. 

Regardless if you are the 
fooler or the fool in an April 
1 prank, remember to always 
be aware of others feelings, 
and don’t take yourself or 
the day too seriously. 

This year, who knows what 
tricks may be played on who 
in celebration of this April 
Fool’s Day, but after a try- 
ing year like this one, we 
could all use a good laugh.

On March 16 at 2:29 a.m., 
a caller on Salem Street re- 
ported another issue with 
the gates coming down but 
no train passing through.

Keolis said the prob- 
lem on Kilmarnock involved 
a blown fuse. 

On March 17 at 1:46 p.m., 
police received a report of 
one train gate stuck in the 
down position and alarms 
sounding on Main Street 
with no train in sight. Upon 
arrival of police, an Amtrak 
train came _ speeding 
through. Another train also 
passed and both arms low- 
ered and alarms activated 
correctly. 

That makes nine (re- 
ported) incidents in Wilm- 
ington over the past two 
months where the train 
gates and alarm system 
malfunctioned either 
through human error or by 
some other means. How- 
ever, the most dangerous in- 
cident (not counting the one 
that claimed the life of 
Sausville) actually occurred 
before the Jan. 21 accident. 

On Nov. 11, 2021 at 6:17 
p.m., a caller on Glen Road 
reported she drove over the 
nearby tracks when a train 
almost hit her due to the 
fact the gate never went

The only problem with 
"The Lost City" is that it's 
first hour is so strong, lively 
and funny that it starts to 
run out of steam by the cli- 
max.

Since the tragedy oc- 
curred in January, the 
board took time out, of many 
of its public meetings to dis- 
cuss the MBTA’s response. 
Back in February, Maselli 
expressed disappointment 
in a lack of communication 
and notification from the 
MBTA to residents assuring 
them the error was fixed. 

The MBTA said they 
would increase training and 
update the employee man- 
ual for testing, but the town 
sought further corrective 
action that would make a 
bigger impact. 

Selectman Greg Bendel

Two weeks later, the 
board voted to send a letter 
of their sentiments and dis- 
satisfaction to the MBTA as 
part of their efforts to im- 
prove safety at the railroad 
crossings. Town Manager 
Jeff Hull told the board he 
didn’t feel the level of atten- 
tion this merits was being 
provided. He added how it’s 
disconcerting to see the 
question of whether some- 
one can cross Wilmington’s 
railroads safely still exists. 

While the board appreci- 
ated the efforts of the town’s 
delegation, they felt more 
needs to be done. Bendel ac- 
knowledged the tragedy 
wasn’t unique to Wilming- 
ton,.as he pointed out simi- 
lar incidents in Waltham 
and Littleton where a train 
struck a vehicle. On top of 
that, he noted the different 
mechanical issues with the 
railroad crossings. 

Earlier this month, with 
more documented issues in- 
volving train gates and 
alarms, the board intensi- 
fied its efforts to seek an- 
swers and solutions. They 
reached out to MBTA Gen- 
eral Manager Poftak who 
continuously advised state 
and local officials of the on- 
going gate repairs and the 
preliminary analysis of the 
cause. 

Reports from MBTA field 
technicians point to a pool- 
ing of road-salt saturated 
water on the sensor equip- 
ment as the source of the 
problem. However, the 
board continues to demand 
an MBTA delegation come 
before town government 
and the public that consists 
of both policy and technical 
experts to address concerns 
of any nature. 

Both Sen. Tarr and Rep. 
Robertson acknowledged 
“working on this issue liter- 
ally every day” but as more 
and more issues arise, Rep. 
Robertson said, “time is of 
the absolute essence.”

Just this week, in a Let- 
ter to the Editor, the town 
manager put the blame for 
the railroad crossing issues 
squarely on the MBTA. He 
wrote about his “frustration 
with the lack of responsive- 


ness to the accident that 


claimed the life of a Wilm- 
ington resident and to the 
many subsequent irregular- 
ities with respect to the 
grade crossing gates and 
lights.” 

He continued, noting, 
“(Poftak) and his manage- 
ment team are keenly 
aware that town officials are 
not satisfied with the opera- 
tions of rail crossings in 
Wilmington and their re- 
sponse to them and (we) 
will not relent in our de- 
mand for answers that im- 
prove the performance of 
the rail crossing warning 
devices.” 

So far, the MBTA seems 
intent on focusing on the 
“human element” of the 
railroad crossing testing 
process. Keolis said they re- 
trained signal maintainers 
and are instituting new 
steps in their protocols to 
ensure public safety. 

As part of the new proto- 
cols, now when a signal test 
is complete, the commuter 
rail dispatchers must re- 
quest and receive affirma- 
tion from the _ signal 
maintainer that the protec- 
tion systems enabled. Fol- 
lowing completion of the 
dispatcher/signal maintain- 
ers communication, the sig- 
nal maintainer must remain 
on site until the next sched- 
uled train passes to ensure 
the safety system is fully op- 
erational. 

The signal maintainer 
must also be prepared to 
manually control the safety 
system if it does not per- 
form properly. 

Poftak released a state- 
ment, writing, “I'd like to 
assure the community that 
the protection system at the 
Middlesex Avenue railroad 
crossing is safe and fully op- 
erational.” 


For their:part, Wilming- 
ton’s delegation said about ~ 


the new procedures, “we 
welcome the implementa- 
tion of these important steps 
to prevent any similar acci- 
dents from occurring in the 
future...we encourage the 
MBTA and Keolis to con- 
tinue to explore and act on 
every possible avenue to 
make the system more im- 
mune to human error.”

Selectmen feel town misclassified as bus community

the requirements are 
meant to be for zoning, 
but they’re not housing 
mandates. However, from 
what she saw so far, she 
understood that a lot of 
surrounding communities 
had similar questions and 
concerns. After the DHCD 
receives the responses at 
the end of the week, she’d 
be hoping that the final 
guidelines coming this 
summer will broaden the 
legislation and scale back 
the requirements. 
Selectman Judy O’Con- 
nell proposed that the 
classification of Wilming- 
ton as a bus community is 


a misclassification. Ging- 
rich then started going 
through the _ response 
she’d prepared for the 
DHCD. She suggested that 
maybe the state counted 
the place where the MTBA 
bus turns around in Wil- 
mington on the Woburn 
line (but does not stop) as 
a bus stop or considered 
Anderson/Woburn as a 
bus stop when only the Lo- 
gan Express runs through 
there. 

“My first comment is: 
please re-evaluate our sta- 
tus as a bus service com- 
munity,” Gingrich said. 

Her response also rec- 
ommended that the DHCD 
take another look at the 


recommendation for a mi- 
nimum gross density of 15 
units per acre. She said 
that considering streets 
and parks within the 50 
acres, the district would 
need more than 15 units 
per acre to achieve the 
gross 15 units. She also 
would be explaining that 
the 50-acre requirement 
won’t work for all of the 
MTBA communities. 

Gingrich then brought 
up the fact that the guide- 
lines were proposing 
things not mentioned in 
the legislation. For exam- 
ple, the capacity for 20 
percent of all of the town’s 
housing in that district 
was not in the legislation. 


“This amplification of 
what’s required may be 
beyond what [the DHCD] 
is allowed to do,” she con- 
tinued. 

The legislation had not 
placed as many require- 
ments upon towns; it was 
the guidelines placing 
these extra burdens. 

O’Connell wondered what 
the purpose of this guide- 
line was. She also pon- 
dered how the MTBA could 
meet the additional de- 
mand of increased rider- 
ship due to increased hous- 
ing capacity near train sta- 
tions. 

Caira asked to clarify if 
the capacity was a man- 
date or similar to a forced 


40B. situation, where any 
developer could come in 
to the designated multi- 
family housing as a right 
district. 

“This is definitely going 
to be a challenge for a lot 
of folks,” Gingrich replied. 

She said that it doesn’t 
seem like the DHCD has 
taken an appropriate level 
of analysis for their re- 
quirements being imple- 
mented. 

Town Manager Jeff Hull 
mentioned that the town 
relied on the grant money 
in question here if they 
don’t comply, especially 
from MassWorks for the 
Princeton Properties proj- 
ect. He said that he could 


see these rules about 
housing units leading to 
burdens. 

Gingrich mentioned next 
steps beyond the deadline 
for comments at the end 
of the week: the final 
guidelines to be released 
in the summer, the town’s 
action plan due at the end 
of the year, hopeful ap- 
proval from the DHCD 
next March, and the zon- 
ing to be adopted by 2024. 

She added that the time- 
line didn’t seem to take 
into account the zoning 
change process. Overall, 
she said that she sees the 
DHCD guidelines as con- 
tradictory in nature.

important option. I don’t 
want to feel like we’re in 
competition,” he said. 

He also brought up the 
facts that special education 
is more expensive than 
general education and its 
costs are increasing. 

M.J. Byrnes remarked 
that she couldn’t under- 
stand where the Finance 
Committee’s rationale came 
from. She said that it seem- 
ed like their response to 
the decline in enrollment 
(and 8th grade attrition) 
was punishing the school 
district. 

“Our priority is giving 
students options to excel,” 
she continued. 

She mentioned that with 
80 percent of the school 
budget goes to salary, the 
school department relies 
heavily on grants for part 
of their funding. 

Bryson added that the 
issue of enrollment is not 
something that can be 
quickly or easily fixed. 

“It’s going to take a long 
time to figure out what 
the issue is,” she said. 

In her eyes, she said she 
sees growth in terms of 
the effort the district is 
putting in to make pro- 


osteoracies sate a ta tira snk 
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gress. 

David Ragsdale shared 
similar sentiments with 
Byrnes. 

“To penalize Wilmington 
for giving these students 
[the option of going to the 
Tech], which is obviously 
going to increase attrition 
rates, is completely un- 
fair,” he said. “I think 
their discussion is coun- 


terproductive and_short- 
sighted.” 

What they’ve seen 
through the pandemic, he 
continued, have been chal- 
lenges of learning loss, 
regression, and mental 
health challenges in stu- 
dents. He said that continu- 
ing to cut the budget. won’t 
help enrollment if they are 
forced to cut programs, 


courses, or staff positions. 

Plowman built on Rags- 
dale’s point about what stu- 
dents are going through. 
She mentioned a recent 
report from Director of 
Student Support Servi- 
ces Alice Brown-LeGrand, 
where she said that they 
were estimating having to 
do between 500 and 600 spe- 
cial education evaluations

“We’re talking about lit- 
tle human beings and 
what they’ve endured in 
the last couple of years.” 

Plowman reminded the 
committee of data from 
the Youth Risk Behavior 
Survey where middle 
school students responded 
in 2021 that 15 percent of 
them had thought about 
attempting suicide and 87 
percent of high school stu- 
dents answered that they 
were under overwhelming 
stress. 

“We can’t be as linear- 
minded that the decline in 
enrollment equates with a 
decline in budget.” 

Plowman also empha- 
sized that the budget was 
within the boundaries giv- 
en to the School Commit- 
tee by the town manager. 

Fennelly agreed that this 
didn’t seem an appropri- 
ate time to make these 
types of budget cuts.

the Finance Committee 
had not sent any commu- 
nications after their meet- 
ing to Bryson or Dr. 
Brand. 

Plowman said, “To hear 
that you hadn’t received 
any communication is

really concerning to me. 
I’d like to respectfully ask 
that they think about their 
working in collaboration 
with other town commit- 
tees going forward.” 

Bryson asked the com- 
mittee to consider how 
they could avoid this situa- 
tion in the future and bet- 
ter communicate all of the 
important work that the 
school district is doing. 

“The taxpayers do want 
to know why the school 
budget keeps going up. We 
want to explain it to them,” 
said Ragsdale. 

He repeated that Dr. 
Brand along with school 
building principals had 
spent months’ working 
with the town manager 
and ensuring that the 
budget was something that 
the town could support. 

“It would be one thing if 
the money literally wasn’t 
there,” he continued. “The 
Finance Committee wasn’t 
happy with something we 
did or did not do, rather 
than saying that the town 
can’t support this.” 

They proposed making 
the wording even clearer 
in this regard and sending 
the letter out the following 
day once they landed on 
appropriate language.
